Tlie-  clock  in  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Hoxey's  living  room  struck  three 
as  .she  . was  awakened  ■ by  ' a 
strange  Tnoise  Thursday  morn- 
ing. , ■ 

‘ : Others  reported  hearing  the 
sound  .on  the  city’s  south ' side 
during  the  next'few  minutes. 

Mrs.  Hoxey.  of  S035  Hilliard 
St.,  called  cUy  police  to  report 
she  had-  heard  a noise  "tike 
something  from  outer  space," 
About  the  same  'ilme,  Mrs.'  Ed- 
ward Cole,  462J  Hughey  Road, 
and  her  daughter,  Wanda,  10, 
were  awakened  by  a noise  she 
later  described  as  a high-pitched 
**whirling  sound.'-' 
v-VIt  was  terrible  and  it  lasted 
for  more  - than  Rve  minutes," 
she  . said.  "It  was  a very  .loud, 
very  shrill  - sound,'  steady,  for 
quite  a while  and  Uien  it.  drifted 
away."  . ■ ' . ■ • 

The  story,  of  -course,  has  to 
have  an  elephant  angle  — and 
city  police,  investigating  a simi- 
lar report  of  a screeching  noise 
at  1008  W.  Dunlap  St.~ at  first 
believed  the  noise  was  coming 
from  a trumpeting  elephant  at 
the  Logan  Shopping  Center  clr- 
pus. . 

NO  ELEPHANT 

But  one  elephant  ■ couldn't 
make  all  the  noise  and  keep 
it  up  steady  for  five  minutes- 
like  police  were  hearing  about 
Thur^ay  from . at  least*  half  a 
dozen  residents  living  as  far 
away  as  Depot  Street  in  Holt 
Elmer  Speer,  1008  Dunlap  St, 
said  he  had  just  gotten  horpe 
from  work  at  Oldsmobile  when 
he  heard  the*  noise.  Tt  was  ex- 
actly 3 a.m.,  he  said. 

• *T  know  it  sounds  like  I'm 
crazy,  or  something,"  Speer 
said,  "but  it  sounded  just  like 
the  theme  music  and  noises  on 
iSvilight  Zone.’ 

"And  I'd  swear  the  darned 
thing  landed  over  south  of  my 
place  somewhere.  The  revolu- 


tions sort  of  slacked  off,  like  a 
motor  that  has  heen  turned  off, 
and  then  it  revved  up  for  just 
a second  and  then  quit" 

Spcer  sald  ha  hod  seen  a shoot- 
ing star  a few  minutes  before, 
but  that  was  beforo  he  heard 
the  noise. 

Mrs.  Cole  was  the  only  person 
who  reported  seeing  anything 
connected  with  the  noise. 

"I  was  too  scared  to  go  fo  the 
window  at  first,"  she  said,  "but 
after  I got  my  daughter  settled 
down,  I looked  out  toward  Holt 
(to  the  southeast  of  her  home) 
and  saw  this  light-colored  shiny, 
silver-metal  thing.  It  looked  like 
a great,  huge  bowl,  sort  of  spin- 
ning. It  was  just  over  the  tops 
of  the  trees  and  it  kept  moving 
away,'  not  straight  away  like 
you'd  think,  but  turning  in  loops 
as  it  disappeared." 

OBJECT  GLOWED 

She  said  the  object  had  a glow 
but  no  other  markings  or  lights. 
Neither  her  husband  or  son  got 
up  to  look  at  the  object,  Mrs. 
Cole  said,  although  her  husband 
did  hear  the  screeching  noise. 

Capt.  Donald  R.  Knutson  of 
83$  Sandlyn  Ave,  said  the  noise 
woke  him  up  about  3 a.m. 

An  army  officer,  Knutson  is 
working  on  his  master's  degree 
in  accounting  at  Michigan  State 
University. 

"At  first  I thought  it  was  my 
furnace  acting  up  again.  Then  I 
realized  it  sounded  like  a-'heli- 
copter  but  it  was  more  com- 
pressed and  sounded  like  a 
smoother  running  engine. 

"I  thought  it  was  trucks  on 
Cedar  Street  then  I realized  it 
lasted  too  long  for  them.  I did 
not  look  out  so  I saw  nothing. 

"When  I looked  at  the  clock 
it  was  3:01  a.m.  and  the  sound 
lasted  for  a few  minutes  longer 
and  then  quit.  It  sounds  kookie, 
I*  know, ' but  that  is  what  hap- 
pened," he  said. 

The ‘Ingham  County  Sheriff’s 
Department  had  several  phone 
calls  this  morning  asking  about 
a muffled  booming  sound.

The  Ingham  County  Sheriff  *s  Police  department  reports  that  at  O3OO  on 
the  date  of  the  reports,  a police  car  made  an  emergency  run  along  Miller  Road  (R-V?) 
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and  then  north  to  a Lansing  hospital,  with  its  blue  flasher  going  and  operating 
its  new  "warbler"  siren.  This  new  siren  employs  a very  loud  tone  which  rises  and 
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falls  both  in  pitch  and  intensity  at  a rapid  rate  - two  to  three  times  per  second. 
The  resulting  noise  is  quite  sufficient  to  account  for  both  the  number  of  calls
